SCHENECTADY, 
N.Y. 
(A P )- 
This city of 8 2,000 to safeguard a 
regional flavor that dates back to 
the 1600b, is pioneering in his­ 
torical zoning in New York State. 
The Common Council has adopt­ 
ed a protective zoning ordinance 
designed for the city ’s Stockade 
Area. 
Many on Original Sites 
Houses 
are 
bunlt 
flush 
with 
sidewalks along narrow streets in 
the Stockades. Many of the build­ 
ings are old and on their original 
sites. 
Some have survived 
the 
wear and tear of more than two 
centuries. People still live there, 
amid reminders that French* and 
Indians sacked the town in 1690 
and killed many inhabitants de­ 
spite a protective stockade; and 
that, in January 1774, about 50 
persons, armed with ax es, crow­ 
bars, and pitchforks, assembled to 
raise the town’s second Liberty 
Pole as a sy mbol of resistance to 
imperial oppression. 
The stockade is gone, but the 
zoning is 
intended to preserve 
elements of the city ’s cultural, so­ 
cial, economic, political and ar­ 
chitectural history . 
It is also aimed at stabilizing 
and improving property values, 
fostering civic beauty , strength­ 
ening local economy and promot­ 
ing education and pleasure. 
A spokesman for the State Bu­ 
reau of Planning say s the Sche­ 
nectady measure probably is the 
first historical zoning in the state. 
“If there are any others, we don’t 
know about them,’’ he said. 
Prohibits Demolition 
Schenectady ’s measure prohibits 
demolition of all structures erect­ 
ed before 1825 unless approved by 
the Historic District Gwnmission, 
established by the ordinance, ap­ 
proves. 
Demolition of structures erected 
after 1825 also is prohibited if the 
commission rules that the build­ 
ings have architectural or histor­ 
ical significance. 
The National Trust for Historic 


Preservation has said there are 
more old houses on their original 
sites in Schenectady 's Stockade 
Arca than in any other place in 
the United States. 
The district has 7 structures 
built between 1700 and 1749, 26 
constructed between 1750 and 1799 
and 14 erected from 1800 to 1824. 
Some 
buildings 
reflect 
early 
Dutch and Georgian architectural 
influences. Others bear traces of 
tlx ' classical revival of the early 
19th century . 
The national agency say s: 
“They are not museum pieces 
in the sense of appearing ex actly 
the same inside and out as they 
did long ago, but are living struc­ 
tures which have been adapted to 
meet changing conditions while 
retaining as much as passible of 
their original charm.’’ 


O’Brien Seeking

W. O’Brien, D-N.Y., is seeking 
Congressional approval for an ad­ 
ditional $8 .7 million to improve 
the New York State Barge Canal. 
A total of $27 million already 
has been authorized by Congress 
to raise bridges and lower lock 
sills. 
O’Brien, 
who 
introduced 
Thursday a bill authorizing the 
added ex penditure, said consider­ 
ably more funds were needed. 
In testimony before a House ap­ 
propriations subcommittee earlier 
this y ear the Port of New York 
Authority said about $24 million 
of the $27 million authorized for 
the canal already had been spent. 
Lock sills are being lowered 
from 12 to 13 feet and bridges are 
being raised from 15 feet to at 
least 20 feet above the water. 
The bill would not affect

recommendation 
by 
President 
Kennedy that $400,000 be appropri 
ated for the canal for the y ear 
beginning July I. 
The $8 .7 million would b? ap­ 
propriated for use over several 
y ears.

This city of 82,000 to safeguard a 
regional flavor that dates back to 
the 1600s, is pioneering in his­ 
torical zoning in New York Strife.

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AGE OF THE EXCUSE 
There are not nearly enough p eop le 
around these day s who—when they should 
—can say “I have made a mistake” and 
take full resp onsibility for it. 
It is not enough to admit error if one 
invariably seeks to p lace the blame else­ 
where. 
In this Age of the Ex cuse, all too many 
individuals do just that. 
Recently a woman driver, evidently un­ 
set by an ap p roaching car, swung errati­ 
cally onto the roadside shoulder and struck 
a boy walking along. Though he was in­ 
jured, she lectured him for being w here she 
should not have been, and drove off. 
On the highway , in the office, the factory , 
the schoolroom or the home, almost any 
kind of shortcoming is in this era too easily 
shrugged off as somebody else’s fault. If 
all else fails, there is alway s a p erson’s en­ 
vironment or childhood to blame. 
This does not mean that resp onsibility for 
mistakes or transgressions never does lie 
elsewhere, or that p owerful, imp ersonal 
forces in the environment are never to be 
held accountable. 
It does mean, however, that there is too 
much of this looking bey ond oneself. Hu­ 
man beings are more than clay to be shap ed 
by others. They have wills of their own. At 
least some of the time, they must bear re­ 
sp onsibility for the things they do. 
The all too common resort to the refuge 
of ex cuse is bad enough. Perhap s still more 
unfortunate is what seems to be a rising 
tendency among some folk to meet com­ 
p laints of error with a wholly unreasonable 
attack up on critics. 
Police who summon p arents whose chil­ 
dren have been caught in thievery , assault, 
or inciting to riot, often see the p arents be-,

, 
come abusive of the authorities. Usually 
P *° doctor: "rug 5 Place 
without evidence, they may p resent vicious 
countercharges, or threaten economic or 
p olitical blackmail against the arresting 
officers. 
The ex p losive resp onse of some individu- j 
als wrhen challenged in some transgression 
or error suggests that they regard legiti­ 
mate criticism as a sort of invasion of p ri­ 
vacy . 
Mistakes that violate the law’ obviously 
go bey ond the bounds of freedom into un­ 
reasonable individual license. Errors of 
lesser kind we are, of course, free to make. 
But our fellows likewise are free to com­ 
p lain of them. 
The individual who can’t admit his fail­ 
ings and .bear the burden of them isTiardly 
a mature, resp onsible member of a free so­ 
ciety . He is try ing to get by on a p ass.

As 
for hotels and resorts, I alway s feel that any 
m anager should be free to decide how he wants 
to m ake his money and if he does not like mine, 
th at is all right w ith me. Thus far, I have lived 
m any y ears and have had no trouble with hotel 
m anagers. May be I never go to the right hotels. 
However, when there is a housing shortage 
and a renting agent tells a new tenant to fill 
out a q uestionnaire asking what clubs the p ros­ 
p ect belongs to, w hat schools or colleges he was 
graduated from, etc., etc., it is obvious that he 
is attem p ting to set up a road block. This is a 
usual p ractice among managers of this gimmick 
called the co-op erative. 
The landlord or agents wants to set up a p at­ 
tern of the kind of p ersons he desires in his 
building, but dares not be truthful about it. F or 
instance, were he to say that he did not w ant 
Jews, Negroes, Italians, Greeks, Puerto Ricans, 
but that he insisted up on having only WASPs, 
which is a New’ York colloq uialism for white, 
Anglo-Sax on Protestants, he m ight get into a 
jam w’ith the law’. Some might even set up a 
boy cott which would say in effect, no eq uality — 
no p rofits. 
I, for instance, believe in the rights of p ri­ 
vate p rop erty . L would never sign an agreem ent 
limiting my rights to disp ose of m y p rop erty as 
I saw’ fit unless I received direct comp ensation 
for the restriction. Even then, I m ight not sign 
such an agreement, because m y widow, when . 
the time comes, m ight have to sell to th e high­ 
est bidder to have the money to bury me. 
The Ep stein-Forster book m akes good read­ 
ing for the status seekers who believe th at they 
amount to something just because their grand­ 
fathers amounted to something. Life does not 
work that way .

In Hy pertensio n Treatment

Q—Quite a number of my friends, as well as 
my wife and I, all living in retirem ent, take drugs 
to reduce high blood p ressure. We com p are notes 
and no two of us seem to be taking the same 
p rescrip tion. Can y ou tell us w hat y ou think is 
the best drug to take for reduction of blood p res­ 
sure? 
A—The mo re impo rtant q uestion is w hether 
any drug at all is needed for hy p tertension. In the 
ex p erience of most careful p hy sicians, the m a­ 
jority of hy p ertensions have w hat is called an 
essential or benign hy p tertension. This is ap t to 
be more freq uent and more m arked in women. 
And, if it occurs around the tim e of the meno­ 
p ause, it is ap t to be incorrectly labeled meno­ 
p ausal hy p tertension. 
No w, since ex tensiv e studies hav e sho wn 
that this essential hy ptertensio n rarely pro ­ 
duces sy mpto ms o r co mplicatio ns, it requires 
no drug treatment. At mo st, if necessary , it 
calls fo r weight reductio n, rest and perhaps 
sedatio n with so me simple pro duct such as 
pheno barbital o r luminal. 
The second im p ortant q uestion 
is 
w hether 
reduction of blood p ressure is desirable. For, in 
p ersons who have hardening of the arteries, for 
ex amp le, it may be necessary lor the head of 
p ressure to be increased in order to overcome the 
resistance imp osed by hardened vessels. As y ou 
learn is to do. And learning 
b y doing is the I can easi,-v imagine, reduction of the head of p fes- 
sure in such instances m ight result in less effi-

T hat choice will have to be m ade by the In­ 
dividual p hy sician who is resp onsible for the care 
of the p articular p atient.

W ASHINGTON 
Kennedy missed a t his T hurs­ 
day news conference another op ­ 
p ortunity to de a r the air. In 
stead, 
he sp oke vaguely 
and 
briefly about the p roblem s th at 
have been adversely affecting 
the national economy . He re­ 
p eated his p revious observation 
about the need to study fiscal 
p roblems. 
Even as Mr. Kennedy sp oke, 
the stock m arket in New York 
City was recording a drop cf 
from $6 to $8 billion in the 
value of stocks and was reach­ 
ing the low’est p oint since last 
D ecem ber—a decline of m ore 
than $126 billion. 
Not a q uestion was asked the 
President about the dow nw ard 
trend in business as revealed in 
the latest rep ort issued jointly 
by the Federal T rade Commis­ 
sion and the Securities and E x ­ 
change Commission. The U nited 
Press International had summed 
up the rep ort this way , 24 hours 
before the news conference, as 
follow s: 
“Sales and p rofits of m anu­ 
facturing corp orations drop p ed 
in the first three m onths of the 
y ear, the governm ent rep orted 
today . 
“It said the sales decline was 
a norm al seasonal p attern. B ut 
the drop in p rofits was greater 
than would have been ex p ected 
on the basis of the fall sales, 
‘reflecting 
continued 
p ressure 
on p rofit, m argins.’ 
“The p rofit m argin p er sales 
dollar shrank 4.3 cents, com p ared 
to 4.8 cents in the last three 
m onths of 19 61 . . . . 
“It said m anufacturing cor­ 
p orations sales dip p ed by $2.4 
billion in the M arch q uarter to 
$9 2.8 billion. Profits before tax es 
were off $700 million to $7.4 bil­ 
lion. A fter-tax p rofits drop p ed by 
$600 million to $4 billion. 
Yardstick Changes 
“The sharp est p rofit declines 
w’ere sustained by p roducers of 
furniture, 
.lum ber 
and 
w’ood 
p roducts, sfone-clay -glass p rod­ 
ucts, 
alcoholic 
beverages 
and 
clothing. 
Only 
aircraft 
and 
drug m akers showed significant 
p rofit im p rovem ents during the 
q uarter, the rep ort said.” 
Now,

it 
doesn’t m atter much w hat y ard­ 
stick is used to m easure the 
value of stocks — w hether it is 
15 times earnings, as S ecretary 
of the Treasury Dillon suggested 
the other day , or 20 to 24 tim es 
as the scale has been — if the 
earnings sta rt downward. The 
p ublic has been buy ing stocks on 
the 
ex p ectation 
th a t earnings 
would rise. But now it is evi­ 
dent th a t earnings are* coming 
down. Hence values decline, too. 
To say th a t stocks have been 
“over-p riced” would m ean some­ 
thing if earnings remained the 
same. But if the y ardstick is be 


ings are shrinking, it becomes 
increasingly difficult to feel con­ 
fidence in the im m ediate future 
of the economy . 
This is why , when the Presi­ 
dent of the United S tates has the 
op p ortunity to ap p ear the p ress 
and the television cam eras, he 
Is ex p ected to ’tell the p eop le 
w hat 
the 
governm ent — 
the 
biggest single factor in the na­ 
tional economy — is going to 
do. 
What Is Co nfidence? 
Confidence or lack of confi­ 
dence is not a m atter of p erson­ 
al likes or dislikes or p olitical 
antagonism tow ard an adm inis­ 
tration by business men. 
Confi­ 
dence is really related directly 
to w hat the governm ent does 
about tax es and tax regulations, 
tariffs, wages and p rices. 
It is 
related 
fundam entally 
to 
the 
q uestion of w hether the govern­ 
m ent is p ursuing a sound fiscal 
p olicy and balancing its budget. 
The President a t his news con­ 
ference p ointed to the economio 
p rogress m ade in Europ e in re­ 
cent y ears as if it w ere some­ 
thing 
w orth 
study ing to 
get 
some hints for our own govern­ 
ment. 
But the truth is th at 
countries like France and G er­ 
many got rid of most of their 
w ar debt by rep udiation or eval­ 
uation of their currencies. Also, 
America handed over p lenty of 
m oney jor “foreign aid.” If Uncle 
Sam could find some good 
Sa­ 
m aritan to wip e out our enor­ 
mous national 
debt, 
which 
is 
costing m ore than $8 billion a 
y ear in interest alone, and 
if 
some of these very p rosp erous 
Europ ean nations began to share 
the “foreign aid burden w ith the 
United 
S tates 
more 
eq uitably 
than they do now, America also 
might move tow ard 
a healthy 
economy . 
But the idea of p ay ing off 
debt is now sup p osed to be a 
“stereoty p ed” view and just one 
of

is weakening the confidence of 
the American business man.

Tracy By ers is the editor of 
Billie Sol Estes' daily News in 
Pecos, Tex ., the fifth editor the 
p ap er has had in its life of about 
ten months. He has taken me to 
task for my disp atches from Pe­ 
cos. I deal with this because he 
goes to the jugular when he say s 
“ For his enemies in the John Riroh 
Society and the Pecas Indep endent 
(the rival p ap er) which boasted 
that it set off the case that may 
ruin many p eop le here, Estes was 
automatically 
guilty .” 
This 
is 
clumsy going, to be sure, but the 
editor’s very own. 
That mention of the John Birch 
Society refers to a bitter p olitical 
feud which now runs all across 
Tex as. 
The 
conservatives, even 
conservative Democrats, have been 
called Nazis 
and 
Ku 
Klux ers. 
“Group s” using the word “Chris­ 
tian” in their titles are accused 
of anti-Semitism. Estes' own re­ 
ligious sect is called The Church 
of Christ, but Billie Sol is a radi­ 
cal Democrat who beLieves the 
Common Man lacks the intelli­ 
gence to manage his affairs. The 
John Birch Society , on the con 
trary , wants the Government to 
take its cotton-p ickin’ fingers out 
of p eop le’s p ockets and let them 
fend for themselves. This is a 
Western movement although Rob­ 
ert Welch, the p resident of the 
John Birch Society , is a Boston 
man 
One of the leading citizens of 
Pecos, a declared member of John 
Birch, told me that the hatred 
is terrible. He said some of his 
friends 
and 
customers hod re­ 
ceived signed written warnings to 
steer de a r of him. Otherwise they 
m ight lose their p ension rights and 
their jobs. Marj Carp enter, who 
is most of the staff of the Pecos 
Indep endent and 
a conservative 
Democrat, 
verified this. I said, 
“ Isn’t that actionable?” She said, 
“A lot of things that are action­ 
able hap p en around here.” 
Mr. By ers, the editor, accused 
me of harboring an uicer. This 
is wanton scurrility . I was cured 
by the late great Dr. Sara Jor­ 
dan at New England Bap tist Hos­ 
p ital y ears ago. However, Oscar 
Griffin, the editor who broke the 
Billie Sol story in the Indep endent, 
flaunted this condition in a sign 
on the counter of the Indep endent 
reading “ Ulcer Dep artment.” He 
has now’ 
gone to a new job in 
Houston. His ex p ose p robably has 
doomed many windshield farm ers 
i to bankrup tcy , but I do not sug- 
! gest that he ran away . It was just 
tune for a bright y oung man to 
p ursue his career. 
An official of a bank in Pecos 
told an out-of-town rep orter who 
was about a month late getting 
onto the story , that Pegler came 
in with some scandalous rumors 
and went away and wrote them

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AGE OF THE EXCUSE 
There are not nearly enough people 
around these days who—when they should 
—-can say “I have made a mistake” and 
take full respoasibility for it. 
It is not enough to admit error if one 
Invariably seeks to place tile blame else­ 
where. 
In this Age of the Excuse, all too many 
Individuals do just that. 
Recently a woman driver, evidently un­ 
set by an approaching car, swung errati­ 
cally onto the roadside shoulder and struck 
a boy walking along. Though he was in­ 
jured, she lectured him for being wrhere she 
should not have been, and drove off. 
On the highway, in the office, the factory, 
the schoolroom or the home, almost any 
kind of shortcoming is in this era too easily 
shrugged off as somebody else’s fault. If 
all else fails, there is always a person’s en­ 
vironment or childhood to blame. 
This does not mean that respoasibility for 
mistakes or transgressions never does lie 
elsewhere, or that powerful, impersonal 
forces in the environment are never to be 
held accountable. 
It does mean, however, that there is too 
much of this looking beyond oneself. Hu­ 
man beings are more than clay to be shaped 
by others. They have wills of their own. At 
least some of the time, they mast bear re­ 
sponsibility for the things they do. 
The all too common resort to the refuge 
of excuse is bad enough. Perhaps still more 
unfortunate is what seems to be a rising 
tendency among some folk to meet com­ 
plaints of error with a wholly unreasonable 
attack upon critics.

“SOME OF MY BEST FRIENDS . . 
Every once in a while, somebody gets out a 
book about prejudiced persons who set up pro­ 
tect ves against those whom they dislike. It is 
not so much that a man really dislikes others be­ 
cause if he did. he would decline to trade with 
them or have any form of human relations with 
them. For instance, if I really and truly hated 
a person, for whatever reason. I would not want 
to make a profit out of him; if I were a banker, 
I would not charge him any interest; if I were 
a retailer, I would not sell him any goods al­ 
though I might give him some for nothing to 
show how' noble I am and what contempt I have 
for him. 
I have never been able to dislike anyone that 
much.

Japanese waitresses, for instance, 
find that Americans smell like goats—or, at any 
rate, it was so before General MacArthur al­ 
tered the mores of the Japanese people. 
I have never known body odors to be so re­ 
pulsive although I sometimes find perfumes, in 
too great profusion, trying. My friends, Benja­ 
min R. Epstein and Arnold Forster, have writ­ 
ten a book entitled, “Some of My Best Friends

It is a book about a curious American prob­ 
lem. We have no natural aristocracy in this 
country. Such an aristocracy comes into ex­ 
istence by birth and anointment. For instance, 
the house of Hapsburg, Romanov, Windsor rep­ 
resent a natural aristocracy. We have no such 
houses; not even the Cabots or the Hookers or 
the Lees represent such a lineage as the Obolen­ 
sky* or the Cecils, if that matters. 
That is very tough on the status seekers who

However, when there is a housing shortage 
and a renting agent telLs a new tenant to fill 
out a questionnaire asking what clubs the pros­ 
pect belongs to. what schools or colleges he was 
graduated from, etc., etc., it is obvious that he 
is attempting to set up a road block. This is a 
usual practice among managers of this gimmick 
called the co-operative. 
The landlord or agents wants to set up a pat­ 
tern of the kind of persons he desires in his 
building, but dares not be truthful about it. For 
instance, were he to say that he did not want 
Jews. Negroes, Italians, Greeks, Puerto Ricans, 
but that he insisted upon having only WASPS, 
which is a New' York colloquialism for white. 
Anglo-Saxon Protestants, he might get into a 
jam with the law. Some might even set up a 
boycott which would say In effect, no equality— 
no profits. 
I, for instance, believe in the rights of pri­ 
vate property. L would never sign an agreement 
limiting my rights to dispose of my property as 
I saw fit unless I received direct compensation 
for the restriction. Even then, I might not sign 
such an agreement, because my widow, when 
the time comes, might have to sell to the high­ 
est bidder to have the money to bury me. 
The Epstein-Forster book makes good read­ 
ing for the status seekers who believe that they 
amount to something just because their grand­ 
fathers amounted to something. Life doe* not 
work that way.

He re­ 
peated his previous observation 
about the need to study fiscal 
problem*. 
Even as Mr. Kennedy spoke, 
the stock market in New York 
City was recording a drop cf 
from $6 to $8 billion in the 
value of stocks and was reach­ 
ing the low'est point since last 
December—a decline of more 
than $126 billion. 
Not a question was asked the 
President about the downward 
trend in business as revealed in 
the latest report issued jointly 
by the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion and the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission. The United 
Press International had summed 
up the report this way, 24 hours 
before the new* conference, as 
follows: 
“Sale* and profits of manu­ 
facturing corporations dropped 
in the first three months of the 
year, the government reported 
today. 
“It said the sales decline was 
a normal seasonal pattern. But 
the drop in profits was greater 
than would have been expected 
on the basis of the fall sales, 
reflecting 
continued 
pressure 
on profit margins.’ 
"'The profit margin per sales 
dollar shrank 4 3cents, compared 
to 4.8 cents in the IhjH three 
months of 1961 . . . . 
“It said manufacturing cor­ 
porations sales dipped by $2.4 
billion in the March quarter to 
$92.8 billion. Profits before taxes 
were off $700 million to $7 4 bil­ 
lion. After-tax profits dropped by 
$600 million to $4 billion.

Confidence or lack of confi­ 
dence is not a matter of person­ 
al likes or dislikes or political 
antagonism toward an adminis­ 
tration by business men.

tariffs, wages and prices. 
It is

ference pointed to the economic 
progress made in Europe in re­

and coal firm of 587 Abeel Street, 
is one of our oldest business es­ 
tablishments run by one family. 
Daniel Zoller come from Ger­ 
many and located in Wilbur in 
1848. His wife, the former Sa­ 
lome Grukway, was a native of 
France. They opened the busi­ 
ness some 114 years ago. Daniel 
H. Zoller was bom in Wilbur in 
1859, 
Daniel H. Zoller went to the 
grade schools and Ulster Acad­ 
emy, and in 1890 went in the 
coal business in Wilbur. Some 
five years later he added a grain 
and grocery line, and in 1897 
he bought the James cement 
plant and transformed it into a 
large ice storehouse, with a ca­ 
pacity of some IO thousand tons, 
all of w hich was sold to the New 
York Q ty m arket. He was so 
popular 
that 
time 
and 
time 
again the Republican party had 
offered him political offices but 
he declined. He was one of the 
organizers and deacons of the 
English 
Lutheran 
Church 
of 
Rondout. He married Ella Dor­ 
an of Wilbur and they had four 
children. I have known Fred and 
Kila, two of the children, for 
many years, as I met them often 
In the Eastern Stars going back 
to the time our Masonic Temple 
was in the original building built 
by George F. Von Beck in Ron­ 
dout, 
comer 
Broadway 
and 
Strand, now YalJum’s building. 
I w onder how many remember 
when Cornell Park was known 
as the Rice’s property with its 
beautiful graded lawns majestic 
entrance, and the large house 
with porches and windows over­ 
looking the Hudson River. They 
had iron deer on the lawn and 
other decorations making It a 
showplace especially admired by 
those visiting Kingston. It took 
in an entire block and surround­ 
ed with a stong stone retaining 
wall. In those days folks in th at 
vicinity, on a warm summer eve­ 
ning would take a walk around 
Rice s property to enjoy and ap­ 
preciate the work and garden 


landscaping of this beautiful es­ 
tate. 
According to Clearwater's ex­ 
cellent book. Jacob Rice was 
bom in the city of Tre ves, Ger­ 
many, March 7, 1847, and was 
only two years of age when his 
parents brought him to New 
York Q ty, some four years later 
they moved to Rondout, where 
he grew up and went to the pub­ 
lic schools of Kingston. He first 
worked on the D and H Canal, 
and knew the value of money 
enough to hold on to it and later 
opened a furniture business in 
Rondout. .So many came from 
England. France arn* Germany 
right to Rondout and mad*' their 
fortune here and added grace 
and beauty, culture and refine­ 
ment and industry to this part 
of town, Jacob Rice and his fam­ 
ily weie part of this culture. 
Mr. Rice later went into the 
freighting, transporting and con­ 
tracting 
business 
in a 
large 
scale, under the name of Schoon- 
maker and Rice, and opened 
branch offices in the state, and 
other citiea in the state, and 
later became one of the largest 
and most successful contractors 
in the Eastern part of New York 
State. In 1890 he established a 
boat building business in Kings­ 
ton. In 1877 Mr. Rice married a 
daughter of Col. John Derren- 
baeher, whose children have for 
these many years taken a great 
interest in Kingston’s welfare.

%'eteran of the Civil War and a 
member of P ratt Ptwt, GAR.

Here is a Silodor-Tierney hand 
that presents a decided argu ­ 
ment for the u se of the 15 to 17 
point no-tru mp rather than the 
16 to 18 pointer. 
West opens the fiv e of spades 
and while Sou th is think ing of 
the hand. East goes throu gh 
some qu ick arithmetic. He adds 
his own 15 points to du mmy ’s 7 
and leav es a total of 18 for West 
and Sou th. 
Since Sou th 
has 
shown at 
least 16 for his opening bid it 
is impossible for West to hold 
more than two points. Therefore 
Sou th mu st hold the k ing of 
spades. 
It is also lik ely that West 
will hold the spade qu een, so 
East play s the jack of spades, 
not the ace. 
Sou th goes right u p with the 
k ing. He does not k now where 
the ace is and he cannot afford 
to du ck . 
Now Sou th 
loses 
the clu b 
finesse and fou r spade trick s set 
him. 
Note that if East had play ed 
the ace of spades at trick one, 
Sou th cou ld 
hav e 
afforded to 
du ck the 
continu ation of 
the 
su it and there wou ld hav e been 
no way to beat him. 


Oh y es! Ev en if North and 
Sou th were u sing he 15 -17 no 
tru mp, East shou ld hav e play ed 
the jack . It wou ld cost him a 
trick if West held the spade 
k ing, bu t it wou ld hav e been a 
trick he cou ld well hav e af­ 
forded to lose.

UNNECESSARY AIRPLANE 
ACCIDENTS KILLING 
LEADING ATLANTA

CITIZENS 
BABSON PARK, Mass. — My 
first 
investment 
was 
in 
the 
stock of 
the Niagara 
Power 
Company. I was astounded by 
the tremendous power of gravity 
which had been going to waste 
over Niagara 
Falls 
for thou­ 
sands of years. When I was 
later connected with MIT, I be­ 
came interested in Sir Isaac 
Newton and his studies of grav­ 
ity. The Babson Institute now 
has the second largest Newton 
Gravity Library in the world. 
Gravity Research Foundation 
When the Gravity Research 
Foundation was established and 
endowed at New Boston, New 
Hampshire, I was glad to help. 
My first interest was aroused by 
Harry Vissering of Babson Park, 
Florida, who flew the first giant 
dirigible from 
Berlin 
to New 
York. I wras then even taught 
that it was impossible to make 
heavier-than-air 
machines 
fly 
and not fall to the earth. 
I further found that Clarence 
Birdseye, 
the 
discoverer 
of 
quick freezing, and Igor Sikor­ 
sky, the father of the helicopter, 
and Dr. Howard Sterns of Sim­ 
mons College were members of 
the Board of Trustees. I gladly 
promised them my help. Up to 
that time no serious 
accidents 
had 
happened on commercial 
airlines; then the original idea 
of the Foundation wras to “ har­ 
ness gravity.” The present pur­ 
pose is to make an airplane 
temporarily 
float 
in case 
of 
trouble and drop slowly to the 
ground so the passengers can 
safely get off. 
Different Methods 
Most of the studies have thus 
far 
been 
along 
developing 
a 
semi-insulator of gravity which 
could 
cover 
commercial 
air­ 
planes. This would require the 
development of some new metal, 
with the molecules arranged dif­ 
ferently than exists in any pre­ 
sent metal. I understand that 
the Gravity Research Founda­ 
tion will send details of this pro­ 
posed new metal to anyone who 
writes them at New Boston, 
New Hampshire. 


A young inventor named Nor 
man Dean, of Washington, D. 
C., 
has invented a machine to be 
put into an automobile which 
will raise the automobile when 
the machine is operating. 
This 
idea has been discarded under 
the theory that it is "pulling 
oneself up by one’s bootstraps.” 
Hence the idea has not been 
adopted by helicopters or indi­ 
vidual airplanes. However, there 
is no objection to this for an 
emergency 
purpose. 
If 
“ Lord 
Howe’s” friend’s invention had 
been such that the engines of 
the fatal French airplane could 
have suddenly been used to pre­ 
vent this anti-gravity fall, it 
might have saved the lives of 
these Atlanta people. 
Other Work of the Gravity 
Research Foundation 
The Foundation makes no ex­ 
periments and has no laborator­ 
ies of its own; but it is endeav­ 
oring to interest scientific de­ 
partments of colleges 
in the 
problem. 
Up 
to 
the 
present 
time four colleges have erected 
monuments near their science 
building with these words there­ 
on: 
“ This monument has been 
erected to remind students of 
the blessings forthcoming when 
a scientific 
breakthrough dis­ 
covers what gravity is, how it 
works, and how it may be con­ 
trolled to prevent airplane acci­ 
dents.” 
Another hopeful feature is the 


offering of Annual Awards of $1,* 
000 for essays on the subject of 
gravity. Last week awards were 
made to the following five per­ 
sons.

Here to a Siiodor-Tierney hand 
I that presents a decided argu- 
I ment for the use of the 15 to 17 
point no-trump rather than the 
16 to 18 pointer. 
West opens the five of spades 
and while South it thinking of 
J the hand. 
East goes through 
j some quick arithmetic. He adds 
I his own 15 points to dummy’s 7 
and leaves a total of 18 for West 
and South. 
Since South 
has 
shown at 
I least 16 for his opening bid it 
j ii impossible for West to hold 
more than two points. Therefore 
South must hold the king of 
spades. 
It is also likely that West 
will hold the spade queen, so 
Last plays the jack of spades, 
not the ace. 
South goes nght up with the 
king. He does not know where 
the ace is and he cannot afford 
to duck. 
Now South 
loses 
the club 
finesse and four spade tricks set 
him. 
Note that if East had played 
the ace of spades at trick one. 
South could 
have afforded to 
duck the continuation of 
the 
suit and there would have been 
no way to beat him. 


Oh yes! Even if North and 
South were using he 15-17 no- 
trump, East should have played 
the jack. It would cost nim a 
trick if West held the spade 
king, but it would have been a 
trick he could well have af­ 
forded to lose.

BABSON PARK, Mass. — My 
first 
investment 
was 
in 
the 
stock of 
the Niagara 
Power 
Company. I was astounded by 
the tremendous power of gravity 
which had been going to waste 
over Niagara 
Falls for thou­ 
sands of years. When I was 
later connected with MIT, I be­ 
came interested in Sir Isaac 
Newton and his studies of grav­ 
ity. The Babson Institute now 
has the second largest Newton 
Gravity Library in the world. 
Gravity Research Foundation 
When the Gravity Research 
Foundation was established and 
endowed at New Boston, New 
Hampshire, I was glad to help. 
My first interest was aroused by 
Harry Visoring of Babson Park. 
Florida, who flew the first giant 
dirigible from 
Berlin to New 
York. I was then even taught 
that it was impossible to make 
heavier-than-air 
machines 
fly 
and not fail to the earth. 
I further found that Clarence 
Birdseye, 
the 
discoverer 
of 
quick freezing, and Igor Sikor­ 
sky, the father of the helicopter, 
and Dr. Howard Sterns of Sim­ 
mons College were members of 
the Board of Trustees. I gladly 
promised them my help. Up to 
that time no serious 
accidents 
had 
happened on commercial 
airlines; then the original idea 
of the Foundation was to "har­ 
ness gravity.” The present pur­ 
pose is to make an airplane 
temporarily 
float 
in case 
of 
trouble and drop slowly to the 
ground so the passengers can 
safely get off. 
Different Method* 
Most of the studies have thus 
far been along developing a 
semi-insulator of gravity which 
could 
cover 
commercial 
air­ 
planes. This would require the 
development of some new metal, 
with the molecules arranged dif­ 
ferently than exists in any pre­ 
sent metal. 
I understand that 
the Gravity Research Founda­ 
tion will send details of this pro­ 
posed new metal to anyone who 
writes them at New Boston, 
New Hampshire. 


A young inventor named Nor­ 
man Dean, of Washington, D. C., 
has invented a machine to be 
put into an automobile which 
will raise the automobile when 
tne machine is operating. 
This 
idea has been discarded under 
the theory that it is "pulling 
oneself up by one’s bootstraps." 
Hence the idea has not been 
adopted by helicopters or indi­ 
vidual airplanes. However, there 
is no objection to this for an 
emergency 
purpose. 
If 
"Lord 
Howes" friend’s invention had 
been such that the engines of 
the fatal French airplane could 
have suddenly been used to pre­ 
vent this anti-gravity fall, it 
might have saved the lives of 
these Atlanta people. 
Other Work of the Gravity 
Research Foundation 
The Foundation makes no ex­ 
periments and has no laborator­ 
ies of its own; but it is endeav­ 
oring to interest scientific de­ 
partments of colleges in the 
problem. 
Up 
to 
the 
present 
time four colleges have erected 
monuments near their science 
building with these words there­ 
on: 
"This monument has been 
erected to remind students of 
the blessings forthcoming when 
a scientific 
breakthrough 
dis­ 
covers what gravity is, how it 
works, and how it may he con­ 
trolled to prevent airplane acci­ 
dents.” 
Another hopeful feature is the 


offering of Annual Awards of $1,* 
000 for essays on the subject of 
gravity. Last week awards were 
made to the following five per­ 
sons.

known to be concerned abou t the 
prohibition the Senate placed last 
week on all bu t su rplu s food as­ 
sistance to Commu nist or Marx ist 
dominated cou ntries. Sev eral are 
preparing to arg u e v ig orou sly that 
this restriction be stru ck from 
the aid bill. 
The test of Kennedy ’s campaig n 
for a free hand may come when 


the Hou se fakes u p the measu re, 
perhaps in IO day s to two weeks. 
Mig ht Help Mo sco w 
At his news conference Thu rs­ 
day Kennedy endorsed criticism 
of the Senate action v oiced by 
Ambassadors Georg e F. Kennan 
in Belg rade and John Moors Ca­ 
bot in Warsaw. They had reported 
that the Senate restriction cou ld 
seriou sly u ndermine U.S. efforts 
to wean Yu g oslav ia ami Poland 
from Moscow. 
“Both of them reg ard this ac­ 
tion as a major setback and a 
g reat asset to Moscow,” Kenne­ 
dy said. “ I don’t think we shou ld 
do those fav ors.” 


Depa rtment Concerned 
The State Department is g rav e 
ly concerned abou t the restriction 
v oted by the Senate and also 
abou t a req u irement written into 
Kennedy ’s trade bill by the Hou se 
Way s and Means Committee.

The new- rates apply to Sundays 
and holidays as well as weekdays 
ami will be applicable only on 
station-to-station 
calls billed 
to 
the holder of the telephone from 
which the call was made. 
The new rates will not apply to 
collect calls, calls placed on credit 


cards, 
person-to-person calls or 
calls in which charges are trans­ 
ferred to a third number. 
The new rate schedule provides 
a maximum 50-cent charge for 
the first three minutes of a call 
placed during the scheduled time 


rather than the present 95-cent 
maximum for such calls placed 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays and on 
Sundays and holidays. 
The schedule also provide* for 
a reduction in overtime rates for 
such calls.
